‘Free, so it says ; but slavery re¬ 
gards neither truth, nor justice ! it outrages 
all laws, human or divine.

« hat kind of people are those whom your 
government thus enslave, and for what cause 
re they so treated?’ ‘O, they are rational 
creatures, and of the human race: capable 
of intellectual, and moral improvement in 
arts and sciences as other men. But, as 
to the cause of their treatment, no other 
cause exists, or is set up as a pretext, on the 
part of the oppressor ; except that they have 
a dark skin ; and are in general, a defence¬ 
less people ; not able to protect themselves 
iu their rights, and therefore, a prey to the 
avarice, lust, and cruelty of caprice and 
library power.’ ‘Have they no voice in i 
king your laws?’ ‘No not‘any.’ -Are they 
not allowed to testify as witnesses in your 
courts; as other men?’ ‘No.’ ‘Have they 
an equal claim with the whites, when ar¬ 
rested of crime, in the administration of 
justice?’ ‘No : In some of the slave States, 
there are seventy one offences, for which the 
penally is DEATH, when committed by 
slaves, and, imprisonment, when ky whites,’ 
‘What are the general methods and modes, 
used by the masters of inflicting punishment 
upon their slaves?’ I have already made 
some of them, they are numerous, and 
shocking to humanity. One of the most 
detestable, perhaps, is’ that of stripping the 
body naked, applying what they call cat 
hauling, taking a cal by the tail, drawing 
it tail foremost, tearing the flesh, until the 
body is literally covered with blood. Sup¬ 
posing they should here inquire the object 
of my visit to their country. I inform them 
that I came to preach the gospel to them, 
that we have heard in our country, they 
e destitute of the means of grace, that 
people in America send a great many 
missionaries, to distant parts of the world,to 
carry the good news of the gospel of salva¬ 
tion to sinners, to give them Bibles, and 
other good books, that they may hear, read, 
repent, believe and he saved. But, how do 
you get money to defray all this expense?— 
O it is defrayed in part from the sales of 
our slaves ; we sell them at auction to the I 
highest bidder, for cash and put the money 
into the missionary fund. Sometimes, the 
father is sold to go to one part of the 
try, the mother to another part, and their 
children to another. This is a hard case, 
but you teach them how to be good, that 
they may be happy, in another world after 
their sufferings have terminated in this ; O 
no! we are not allowed to preach the whole 
to them, if we were to preach the whole 
gospel to them, their masters would kill 
Well they have the Bible to read? O no ; 
the slave laws forbid their being taught to 
read, ot having a Bible given them or any 
other good book, on pain of punishment by 
fine or death.’

They may be pressed into ottr army or navy, 
and when captured may he exchanged as other 
citizens. They cannot then he foreigners, nor 
chattels. Wltnt then, are they? They stand 
in the same relation to the Government as fe¬ 
males, children, paupers and tnen, who ate, by i 
Slate laws, denied the privilege of voting; If 
these classes of people are, under our Constitu¬ 
tion and laws, citizens, without any regard to 
color, then slaves are snbjects or citizens, with¬ 
out any regard to color or condition. The 
condition in which they are placed by State 
laws, and all the appendages of that situation, 
attach to the slave, not ns he is a member of the

Speech of Daniel O’Connell.

That 
Constitution tolerates slavery, but it does not 
oblige any one to continue slavery [hear.]—. 
It does tint oblige any Stale to prevent the 
emancipation of its slaves, [hear, hear.] But 
I put the point on higher grounds. I put it 
on the ground ol its being contraly to the 
law of God, for man to continue his fellow- 
nan iu slavery, and what the law ofGod for- 
ids, no human law can sustain of counte¬ 
nance. [hear.]

A riea for Birds. 

As the season is at hand when the birds be¬ 
gin their labors in our fields and gardens, it be¬ 
comes their friends to interpose for their pro¬ 
tection from tbe wanton persecution which 
pursues them as regularly as they can make 
their appearance. No fuel in natural history 
is more certain thau their really useful services 
—through we are not prepared to admit this 
be their only or their highest claim to our i 
gard. It has been ascertained by various n 
careful experiments that they protect o 
choicest fruits from the ravages of the insect 
tribes. That they aro sometimes mischievous 
in autumn is not denied, but the little harm 
they do in the fullness of the year is more than 
compensated by tbe destructive havoc they 
make amongst the insects and vermin of the 
spring. 

The quantity of grubs destroyed by crows, 
and of caterpillars and grubs by the various 
smail birds is immense. Other tribes of birds, 
which feed on the wing, as swallows, martins, 
&c, destroy millions of winged insecis, which 
would otherwise infest the air, and become in- 
supporinbly troublesome. Even tbe titmouse 
and bulfinuh, usually supposed to be so mis¬ 
chievous in gardens, have actually been proved 
only to destroy buds which contain a destruct¬ 
ive bisect. Ornithologists have oi late deter¬ 
mined these facts. 

An English paper tells ns that some of the 
large farmers in Donvonshire, under a strong 
prejudice, determined a few summers ago to 
try the result of offering a great reward for 
ihe heads of crows; but the issue proved de¬ 
structive to the farms, for nearly the whole of 
ihe crops failed for three successive years, and 
they have since been forced to import birds to 
restock their farms. We add a few other facts 
collected from experience: 

“Every Crow requires at least one pound of 
food a week, and nine tenth of their lood con¬ 
sist ofworms and insects; one hundred Crows 
then in one season destroy four thousand seven 
hundred and eighty pouuds of worms, injects 
and larvae; from this fact some slight idea may 
be formed of the benefit of this much persecu¬ 
ted bird to the farmer .”—Magazine oj JYutural 
History. 

The Blackbird destroys a gfept number 
oj Grubs, tyc.—“Last August I observed 
eight or ten Blackbirds busily engaged in the 
grass plain in front of :ny bouse, and the grass 
where they were seemed dying as was hinted 
from their mischievous operation—and the gun 
was hinted as the remedy. Suspecting the ob¬ 
ject of the birds’ search. I turned a piece of the 
turf with the spade and found it literally swarm¬ 
ing with grubs of various sizes. I need not 
say that they were allowed to pursue their game 
undisturbed, and that the grass plain soon re- 
gainetLits verdure. This is another instance of 
the utility of preserving birds on farms, and 
in Orchards and gardens.”— lb. 

* * At the season to repay the gardener for 
the tithe of his crop, their natural due, they 
fail not to assist in ridding his trees of more 
deadly enemies which infest them and small 
caterpillars, beetles anti various insects 
constitute their only food ; and for hours 
lime they may be seen feeding on the all despon¬ 
ding canker worm which infests our applt 
and elms.”— JYallal’s Ornithology. 

The Boblincoln is perhaps next to the Cedar 
bird or Canada Robin, tbe greatest destroyer oi l 
the canker worm. Building her nest and rear¬ 
ing her young under the apple trees, as ibis 
bird often does,she requires an immense num¬ 
ber of worms for their subsistence just at the 
te they are most destructive. 

‘I have observed one of these birds,” says a 
neighbor, “go round the limb of an apple tree 
’ l spiral direction, and destroy in this way 
ry worm on the tree, in an incredibly short 
e.—No man can calculate tbe value of birds 
a farm. I have no doubt but thatthey save 
equal to the lahor of one man for the season, 
besides preserving my trees from destruction.” 
Birds, theu, not excepting the hawks and 
iVis are vastly more useful than injurious to 
lan.—None of them should,-under aov pre- 
nce, be destroyed.

Penobscot Indians. , 

We find the annexed paragraph in the ' 
Missionary Herald for June. The facts 
stated had not before come to our knowl¬ 
edge: 

Mr. Jeremiah Slingerland, a Stoekbridge 
Indian, has devoted some attention to the 
Penobscot Indians in the vicinity of Ban¬ 
gor, Maine. Mr. Slingerland has spent 
some time in Moore’s Charity School, 
Hanover, N. H.; he is now connected with 
the theological seminary at Bangor. His 
labors in behalf of the Penobscots have 
been most strenuously resisted by a Ro¬ 
man catholic priest, who has publicly de¬ 
nounced him and bis efforts, and made 
about two thirds of the Indians sign 
pledge that they would adhere to Roman¬ 
ism, and would turn him out of their hous¬ 
es if he visited them. Some of the young 
men appear to be interested in his labors. 
They have addressed a petition to the 
Governor and Council of Maine, request¬ 
ing that they may be protected in worship¬ 
ing God according to the dictates of their

HAYING, 

Some farmers, we perceive, have already 
commenced haying, and others are preparing 
to commence the first of next week. The 
great abundance of white and red clover which 
makes tbe best of hay, if cut early, will fui 
nish an inducement to many to commence 
much earlier probably, than they would have 
done, had these grasses not made their ap¬ 
pearance. Herdsgrass is generally late, and 
also is the spire grass—both of which ’ 
es are extensively cultivated throughout the 
ite. They make excellent hay, particular¬ 
ly when cut in the bloom. We are apprehen¬ 
sive however that by letting their grass stand, 
farmers will this year loose vastly more than 
they will gain. The increase of ,lhe later 
rielies, unless under, very favorable circum¬ 
stances, will be much less than the loss 
sulting'/rom the decadency of the earlier kinds, 
such, for instance, as white weed, butter cup, 
and the other two varieties of clover, red and 
'bite. No one can be otherwise than con¬ 
vinced that many farmers suffer a heavy pe- 
uniary loss oftentimes, from the injudicious 
pprehension of beginning too soon. They 
defer mowing until the ectire crop begins to 
ripen, and then drive on with all vengeance, 
careless as to the condition of the weather, 
and the manner in which their work is done. 
The result is that a large per centum is sacri¬ 
ficed in value by becoming loo ripe, and much 
hay lost by poor mowing, raking and the wet.

Judge, (who knows ail my inmost thoughts,) 
poor, erring man.

ANOTHER REVOLUTIONARY HERO 
GONE. 

Death of Capt. Cleaveland. 


r e are pained to be under the necessity of] 
itmcing the death of Capt. Josiah Cleave- 
j, the venerable Patriot of the Revolution, 
whose presence in our city, and whose sick- 
here, we have heretofore taken occasion 
to mention^^ 

Capt. Ci^^-eland was born in Canterbury, 
Ct., Dec. 3d, J 753. He volunteered his ser¬ 
vices in tbe Army of Freedom, immediately 
after hearing of the fight of Lexington, and en¬ 
tered that Army at Cambridge. He was enga¬ 
ged as a soldier in'the Battle of Bunker Hill, 
id received an Ensign’s.commission soon af- 
r. He served .through the whole war—was 
nearly all the prominent actions—and closed 
Iii3 military career at Yorktowu, at the capture 
of Cornwallis. He was present when the Cor- 
Stone of the Bunker Hill Monument was 
laid, June 17th, 1825, and was recognized by 
La Fayette —who, on perceiving him, ex¬ 
claimed—‘My God!—‘there is Captain Cleave- 
laud !’ 

i was a man of more than ordinary intelli- 
s strictly honorable in all. his dealings 
and uniformly correct in his deportment, never 
having contracted the once fashionable vices 
if dram-drinking end profanity. He waa iim- 
ersally esteemed, and it is not known that he 
iver had an enemy. Above all, he was a 
Christian —and gave conclusive evidence, to 
a friend who attended him in his last moments, 
that he was prepared to meet his Judge.
